Group II, claim(s) 3, drawn to a kit comprising a means for detecting matrix 
metalloproteinase-1 Ets transcription factor binding site single nucleotide 
polymorphism. 

Group III, claim(s) 4, drawn to a method of identifying potential therapeutic 
agents for treatment by determining an agent's ability to inhibit binding of matrix 
metalloproteinase-1 Ets transcription factor binding site single nucleotide 
polymorphism. 

Group IV, claim(s) 5, drawn to a method of treating patients with an agent which 
inhibits binding of a transcription factor. 



3. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons. The technical 
feature which appears to link each of the inventions appears to be the matrix 
metalloproteinase-1 Ets transcription factor binding site single nucleotide polymorphism. 
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The prior art teaches a DNA sequence of the MMP-1 which only contained 1G at 
position -1607 (Rutter et al. J. Cell Biochem. 66, pages 322-336 1997). 



The full length gene, a sequencer, a hexamer mix, a label would all be means for 
detecting matrix metalloproteinase-1 containing the Ets transcription factor binding site 
single nucleotide polymorphism in a patient. Therefore, the means would not be a 
special technical feature which linked each of the groups.
